first is our ignorance of our 
own 


hearts, the most deceptive of our 
organs. But think what a risk we 
run when we are guilty of ingrat- 
itude to our God? 
And also when 


we are disobedient. 
Another rea- 


son we are often deceived Is that

We must take our true place and 
confess that we have done wrong. 


"There are two ways of confess-

ened, they forget their pledges to 
God. 
"The right way to confess 
our

and then prove our Intentionu hy 
living the kind of a life that

should live."
